D. Armour and Family: 


A Package of Poisoned Buckwheat 
Given the Packer’s Cook. 


Prompt Discovery of the Plot Defeats the 
Murderous Scheme. 


Two Supposed Sympathizers of the Stock- 
Yard Strikers Believed to Have Con- 
cocted the Scheme and Hired a Boy to 
Deliver the Poisonea Flour—Mr. Ar. 
mour Declines to Talk About the Mat- 
ter—Detectives Looking for the Would- 
Be Polisoners—The Strike. 


CHICAGO, November 17.—A local paper 
prints this morning an account of an attempt 
by unknown parties to poison the family of 
P. D. Armour. It appears that on Monday 
morning a small boy brought to the kitchen of 
Mr. Armour’s residence, on Prairie avenue, & 
paper sack marked on one side, ‘‘best quality 
buckwheat,’’ and on the other ‘‘sample 
package. The cook supposed from the 
marks onthe package that it had come from 
the grocery where the family was supplied 
regularly, and so put it on a shelf. The 
butler happened to come in,and knowing 
that Mr. Armour had issued orders not 
to receive any sample packages, ran 
afterthe boy and caught him on the street. 
The boy saidthe package had been given him 
by two men at the corner ot Wabash avenue 
and Twenty-first street, who had paid him 2 
cents for delivering it at Armour’s house. As 
the boy knew nothing else, the butler let him 
goand gaye orders that the package should 
not be touched until Mr. Armour had been 
consulted. Later in the day a gentleman called 
at Mr. Armour’s office and said he had over- 
heard a strange conversation between two 
men on the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Twenty-first street that morning as he was 
waiting for a car. One of the men, who had a 
handkerchiet tied around his neck, handed a 
boy a package and told F 
one but the ook. . 

‘*Where are you sending that to?’’ asked the 
man’s companion. 

‘*To Armour’s, Vas the reply. 

What's in it?“ 

‘*Poison,’’ replied the man with the sore 
neck. 

„Why, you’ll kul the whole family,’’ ex- 
claimed the other man. 

„That's what I want to do,“ replied the 
scoundrel. ‘‘There are too many Armours in 
this country. If that stuff takes hold it will 
giveus what we want. Armour is at the head 
of this thing, and he must be gotten out of the 
way. * 

Mr. Armour placed the matter in the hands 
of the Pinkerton Agency and went home to 
examine the package. It was found to con- 
tain buckwheat, but something had been 
mixed with it. The package was taken toa 
chemist, who analyzed it and submitted his 
report, which was in effect that the buck- 
wheat contained a large quantity of strychnine 


—enough, in fact, to kill a dozen families. The |.

THE EVIDENCE UPON WHICH THE NINTH 
DISTBICT CONTEST 18 BASED. 


Commission to the Office Issued To-Day— 


Ignorant Supervisors Forfeit Their Sala- 
ries—Interesting Local Political Gossip. 


Advices from Jefferson City place Mr. John 
M. Glover’s official plurality over Frank for 
Congress in the Ninth District, at 100 votes. 
This isthe result of the final count made by 
the Secretary of State in the presence of Gov. 
Marmaduke and Secretary McGrath may issue 
Mr. Glover’s commission at any moment. 

As announced originally in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, Mr. Nathan Frank is determined to 
contest Mr. Glover’s seat in the House of 
Representatives, and to that end has collected 
a mass of evidence for the purpose of 
proving that Glover’s majority was obtained 
through Democratic frauds in the election. 
Mr. Glover, fully apprised of Mr. Frank’s 
iatentions, was prepared to meet the charges 
of his opponent, and his clerks are engaged 
in arranging for presentation to 
the House Committee on Contests testimony 
which bears out the returns 


udges of election and the findings of the 
oard of Canvassers. 
Aithough the notice of contest will not be 
served upon Mr. Glover until he has received 


his commission, yet Mr. Frank in a conversa- 
tion with a Post- DispaTon reporter this morn- 
ing, discussed the sub freely and outlined 
the grounds on which the notice will 
base his claims to election. ‘‘In my notice of 
contest, which I will serve immediately Mr. 
Glover receives his commission, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, I shall charge that 
Mr. Glover has been erroneously commis- 
sioned as Congressman from the Ninth Dis- 
trict. Ishall deny hig election and will claim 
that I was legally elected and would 
have receiyed the certificate of election had it 
not been for certain frauds perpetrated by 
partisans, by which Mr, Glover was given a 
plurality of 100 when I should have received a 
lurality of 500 votes. I shall then say that 
hese frauds are made apparent from a series 
of statements which I shall enumerate. 
First, the returns of the Judges and clerks 
of election did not include a lurge number of 
REJECTED BALLOTS 
and did not set forth for whom these rejected 
ballots were cast, and I assert that this was 
done to deprive me of the election, and that 
Mr. Glover was fraudulently counted in. 
Second, The Deputy United States Super- 
visors have made returns to Chief Supervisor 
H. D. Wood of those identical rejected bal- 
lots, and these returns state that those re- 


jected ballots were true and lawful votes, 
and I insist that they shall be 
the contest.

In addition, I shall charge and prove that a 
large number of votes were cast which were 
not rejected, but which were not reported by 
the judges of election, but were reported by 
the Deputy United States Supervisors, and 
that this will be proven when the ballot- 
boxes are opene and the votes actu- 
ally counted. Then, again, the Board of 
Registration, who are required by law 
to sit for ten days as a board of revisors and 
then to sit ten days thereafter asa board of re- 
view for the purpose of reinstating names 
which have been stricken off erroneously by 
the board of revisors, only sat one day, and 
that they did this after striking 
oft 1,135 names in the Tenth Wara 
and 486 names in the Second Ward.

Bumors That Congressman Buckalew of 
Pennsylvania Will Succeed Garland—The 
Benton Case—Early Reinstatement of the 
District Attorney Announced—Mr. Cleve- 
land and Judge Sherwood’s Speech—-The 
District Commissioner’s Scandal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., November 17.—After 
the complete flasco in the preliminary pro- 
ceedings of the Government to have the Bell 
Telephone patent set aside, the President was 
much annoyed. He thought that the Govern- 


ment’s case might have been better managed. 
and, notwithstanding Geriand’s enormous 
rsonal interest in the result of the trial, he 
hought he might at least have given the spe- 
cial counsel some suggestion that would 
have prevented the case being thrown out 
of the court where suit was first brought. 
Mr. Cleveland was longing for some result 
that would justify his retention of Mr. Gar- 
land in the Cabinet. Now there will be another 
pase of costly preparation before it will be 
now that a case that was brought in Ohio 
can have a standing in the Massachusetts 
Courts. The President’s dissatisfaction has 
been so marked that nearly every one was pre- 
pared to believe the report that Congressman- 
elect Buckalew had been offered the Attorney- 
Generalship. None of the Cabinet mem- 
bers who were seen last evening 
could give any information on 
the subject. Mr. Garland refused to 
say one word on the subjectin the way of 
rmation or denial. Pennsylvanians here 
are very ready to creditthe report. A friend 
of Mr. Buckalew said: ‘‘I have for several 
Gays back knew that Buckalew would never 
take his seat im the House. Solicitor-General 
Jenks, who would know if any such 
important change was made, said 
last evening. ‘‘I do not believe the report to 
be trne, and feel equally confident that I 
should know—if it was true.’’ He then went 
on to say: Ido not believe any change will 
be made in the offices during Mr. Cleveland’s 
term. Iamnot authorized, of course, to 
speak forthe President, butsuchis my im- 
pregsion.’’

Benton’s Case.

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 17.—The 
President bas practically reappointed Mr. 
Benton asthe District Attorney for the West- 
ern District of Missouri. Mr. Benton, it will 
be remembered, was removed for making po- 
litical speeches during the campaign. Sena- 
tor Vest has triumphed. The plea will be 
made in defense of this reappointment that 
it has been satisfactorily shown to the Presi- 
on that Benton did not negiect his official 
uties and that he was in his office during of- 
fice hours, and was in the Courts when neces- 
sary for him to look after Govern- 
ment cases. The President first of- 
fered Mr. Benton some other office 
but Senator Vest has stood on 


his platform of restoration or nothing, and 
the President has yielded. The President 
also learned in his examination ot the case 
that he could not hope for a single vote of the 
Missouri delegation in the National Conven- 
tion of 1888 if Benton was not put bacx. How 
much this influenced him will not ap on 
the record of the case. The President has had 
anumber of Democratic speeches from Mis- 
souri orators submitted to him so that he 
could guage Democratic sentiment there. 
One speech delivered by Judge T. A. Sher- 
wood appears to have made some impression 
on his mind. In the course of bis 
remarks Judge Sherwood said: ‘‘I am one 
of those old-fashioned Democrats who 
firmiy believe that you cannot run a Demo- 
cratic machine with Republican cogwheels. 
You may dress up the old Republican rattie- 
trap of a machine, putin a Democratic driver 
or yy but the subterfuge will not win 
and the deception wlll not work. The attempt 
to deceive any one by any sucha pian will be 
as Vain and futile as would be the device of 
Alling ajug with water, labelling it whisky 
and then attempting with that flat, stale and 
unprofitabie uid to fool a goed, bon 
est Democratic stomach, and that is a com- 
parison that I know you will understand.

Washington’s Scandal.

WasHINGTON, D. C., November 17.—There 
was an unusually long session of the Cabinet 
yesterday. It was the first time there has 
been a full Cabinet since the return of the 


President from his summer trip. The furth- 
coming message wasa topic for discussion. 
After this was disposed of the President spoke 
to the Cabinet Ministers of the police scandal, 
which was discussed at length. Secretary 
Bayard expressed bimself to the effect that 
the President should ferret the matter out 
as soon as possibie.

Tay- 
lor, editor of the Boston Globe, has sent to a 
number of gentiemen prominent in the Demo- 
cratic party letters in which he asks the fol- 
lowing question:

A LUMBER FIRE

“TRUMPETER OF SAECKINGEN.” 


Last Night’s Performance at the Olympic— 
Amusement Notes. 


The Olympic Theater was packed last night 
on the occasion of the first production here of 
Emil Kaiser’s opera, ‘‘The Trumpeter of 
Saeckingen,’’ by the Thalia German Opera 
Company. Every seat was taken and many 
stood during the performance. The opera is 
not in any sense of the word a comic opera, 
but is rather of the romantic kind, the libretto 


being arranged after a poem of the same name 
by Dr. Victor Von Scheffel. It tells a simple 
and pretty story of the love of a 
trumpeter and a Baron’s daughter for each 
other, which is forbidden by the father, but 
reaches a happy ending through the devotion 
of the lovers. Werner, a poor musician, 
dares to love Marguret after having been 
kinaly received by her noble father. He is 
driven from the house and Margaret after 
dangerous illness goes on a pilgrimage to 
Rome to pray tor Werner and herself. By 
chance she entersthe church where Werner 
as chapel master is leading the music. They 
meet. and Werner being ennobled by the Pope, 
the father consents to their marriage. 

The music is of a much higher order than the 
average light opera and suggests Wagner in 
his easier flights. It contains some rare! 
beautiful — ps in charming accord wit 
the sentiment of the lines. Several numbers, 
— me in the last act. are religiously 
mpressive. The sextet in the first act, be- 
inning ‘‘Wie artes in’s Herz,’’ is a charm- 
ng composition. argaret’s opening song in 
the second act, and the duet between Margaret 
and Werner, are beautiful numbers. The gem 
of the entire work is in this act and is the fare - 
well song of Werner. It is full of tender senti- 
ment and exquisite melody. There are several 
fine passages also in the last act.

PRINCETON -HARVARD. 


Dr. McCosh Furnishes His First Letter to 
the Press. 


NEw Tonk, November 17.—The following 
statement explains Itself: 
COLLEGE OF NEW JERSEY, 
PRINCETON, N.J., November 15, 1886. 
I hasten to express my acceptance of the 
explanation given by Dr. Holmes that only 
two lines of his poem relate to Princeton.

I wish the public to understand 
that this is the first communication I have 
sent to the press on the subject.
